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Remembering  Kevin  Flaherty

As  most  of  you  probably  know,  approximately  a  month  ago,  the  Laseil  community  lost  a 
member.  On  September  23,  2006,  Kevin  Flaherty,  a  senior  at  Laseil  College  studying  Business 
Marketing,  was  pronounced  dead  after  being  hit  by  a  car  at  1 :20  am  on  Woodland  Road. 

His  death  devastated  many  students  and  faculty.  They  began  remembering  Kevin  by  putting  pic¬ 
tures,  candles,  poems  and  bouquets  of  flowers  at  the  site  where  the  accident  occurred.  There  was 
also  an  online  guest  book  that  had  pages  upon 
pages  of  entries  of  people  expressing  their  sor¬ 
rows  to  the  family  and  just  remembering  Kevin- 
his  smile  being  the  most  common  thing  remem¬ 
bered.  Some  even  protested  about  making 
Woodland  Road  safer  (see  Sean  Keller’s  article 
“Making  Woodland  Safer  goes  Beyond  doing  it 
for  Kevin"  on  page  2). 

At  the  funeral,  held  at  Living  Waters 
Christian  Church  in  Norwood,  MA,  many  people 
remembered  Kevin.  Childhood  friends  spoke 
of  times  they  spent  with  Kevin.  His  uncle  talked 
about  a  time  when  Kevin  was  the  only  one  in 
the  family  who  would  go  to  a  Patriots’  game. 

Paul  Ferrara,  Kevin’s  uncle,  was  unable  to 
attend,  but  still  spoke  his  few  words  through  a 
recording.  Paul  announced  that  he  would  be 
naming  his  first  son  Kevin.  Because  he  was 
awaiting  his  son’s  birth,  he  wasn’t  able  to  attend. 

Ferrara  also  told  people  not  to  be  a  state  of 
depression  because  that’s  not  what  Kevin  would 
want. 

Paul  Ferrara  wasn’t  the  only  who 
wanted  to  help  people  stop  grieving.  Many  pro¬ 
fessors,  classmates,  and  faculty  were  there  for 
moral  support  to  help  through  this  difficult  time.

Following  the  after  party  for  the  funeral,  people  seemed  to  take  the  words  of  Paul  Ferrara  and  enjoyed  them¬ 
selves.  There  were  people  wearing  pins  of  green  shamrocks  and  drinking  beer  here  and  there,  just  like  Irishmen  do, 
which  Kevin  gets  from  his  father’s  side  of  the  family.  For  food,  there  were  meatballs,  spaghetti,  rolls,  cannoli,  and 
eclairs  for  the  Italian  side  of  Kevin,  from  his  mother’s  side  of  the  family  (Ferrara). 

Even  though  people  seemed  to  have  healed  over  the  weeks  and  through  time,  Kevin  will  never  be  forgotten. 
Kevin  was  a  son,  brother,  grandson,  cousin,  friend,  teammate,  student,  classmate  and  so  much  more  to  everyone 
he  met.  Kevin's  father  stated,  “Not  only  was  he  my  son,  he  was  my  best  friend.”  (Boston  Globe)  Kevin  will  always  be 
remembered  through  times  well  spent  with  him-  how  he  lit  up  a  room  with  his  big  goofy  smile  and  how  he  cared  more 
about  others  than  he  did  himself.  But  in  the  meantime,  life  goes  on  and  we  can  only  take  the  thoughts  and  lessons  we 
have  learned  from  Kevin  and  apply  them  to  this  lifetime  until  our  time  here  is  up.

All  of  this  sounds  ragingly  exciting,  yes ?  Of  course  it  does!  So  what  is  the  next  step,  and  how  does' a  young,  aspiring,  broader-horizons-seeking  student  such  as 
you  go  about  becoming  a  part  of  this  exotic  experience? 

The  answer  lies  within  looking  at  the  Lasell  College  handbook.  Here  at  Lasell  College,  the  program  study  abroad  is  offered  through  the  American  Intercontinental 
University.  They  have  been  collaborating  with  students  at  Lasell  College  since  the  study  abroad  program  started.  The  best  way  to  go  about  this  and  finding  infor¬ 
mation  relevant  to  you  is  by  speaking  with  your  advisor,  who  will  inform  you  on  the  required  grade  point  level,  ways  to  find  schools  and  what  best  to  look  for. 

Lisa  Feniola,  a  senior  student  here  at  Lasell  College  has  had  the  joy  of  experiencing  a  study  abroad  program.  Her  testimonial  indicates  she  enjoyed  traveling 
to  Europe  for  the  program  and  spent  the  fall  of  2005  at  the  American  International  University.  While  at  Lasell 
College,  she  studies  Fashion  Merchandising  and  mentioned  that  the  reason  she  joined  the  AIU  study  abroad 
program  in  was  because  her  friend  had  recommended  it  to  her.  As  Lisa  says  ‘being  able  to  study  in  another 
country,  learning  and  living  the  culture,  traveling  around  so  cheaply,  meeting  people  and  seeing  the  world... 
who  would  say  no?’ 

While  at  the  AIU,  the  classes  she  took  were  Fashion  Styling,  Fashion  Journalism  and  Trend  Forecasting.  She 
mentions  that  the  classes  there  are  definitely  more  hands  on.  We  never  had  homework  really  yet  our  midterm 
and  final  projects  were  extreme.  I  came  away  with  portfolios  of  work  from  each  class  which  is  great  because 
it’s  a  product  of  what  I  learned  and  can  be  used  for  professional  interviews.’ 

Not  only  did  Lisa  Feniola  take  part  in  the  classes  at  the  AIU  in  London,  but  being  in  Europe  gave  her  the 
chance  to  catch  up  on  her  family  history.  She  traveled  to  Italy  where  ‘[she]  wanted  to  see  where  [her]  family 
came  from  and  all  the  architect  and  history  Italy  has  to  offer.’  From  Italy,  she  enjoyed  traveling  to  Spain,  Ireland,  Holland  and  Belgium  as  well. 

As  evinced  by  Lisa  Feniola,  the  study  abroad  program  has  a  lot  to  offer  to  the  students  with  sights  for  broader  horizons.  If  you  are  worried  about  health,  emergen¬ 
cies  or  accidents,  there  are  plenty  of  international  insurance  plans  for  students  studying  or  interning  abroad.  Plans  include  comprehensive  accident  and  sickness 
benefits  as  well  as  emergency  medical  evacuation,  repatriation,  emergency  reunion,  accidental  death  &  dismemberment  and  24  hour  assistance  services. 
Nowadays,  traveling  and  learning  about  new  cultures  is  an  importantly  timeless  experience  of  galactic  proportions.  Not  only  are  you  able  to  see  the  world  while 
discovering  fantastic  things  about  it,  you  also  become  a  cultural  ambassador  for  your  own  culture.  Let  the  world  learn  a  little  bit  of  Lasell  College  through  you. 

Making  Woodland  Safer  goes  Beyond 
doing  it  for  Kevin

The  first  issue  of  Lasell  College  News  1851  is  one  of  positivity,  progress,  and 
change  throughout  our  community.  This  newspaper  is  a  way  for  us  to  docu¬ 
ment  the  issues  shaping  the  direction  of  our  school.  The  most  important  issue 
close  to  the  date  of  publication  is  the  loss  of  our  classmate. 

Kevin  Flaherty  was  a  student  athlete  and  a  personality.  He  was  a  great  addition 
to  the  school  and  his  name  deserves  front-page  treatment  because  what  hap¬ 
pened  to  him  will  surely  shape  the  direction  of  our  school. 

It  is  tough  for  a  small  school  to  lose  a  student  because  it  affects  every  one  of 
us.  There  is  no  way  to  avoid  contact  with  it.  The  loss  changes  you;  maybe  for  a 
minute  of  thought,  maybe  for  a  week  or  a  month  or  more.  Every  single  person 
has  thought  about  what  happened.  Changes  about  to  happen  on  Woodland 
Road  might  happen  because  of  Kevin. 

The  petition  to  make  Woodland  safer  in  Kevin’s  name  is  a  formal  way  to  bring 
change.  At  this  writing,  the  petition  was  for  these  reasons:  ‘The  goal  of  this 
petition  is  to  send  a  message  to  the  City  of  Newton;  we  don’t  believe  Woodland 
Road  is  safe  enough  for  all  the  students  and  residents  of  the  Auburndale  area, 
and  that  the  signers  of  this  petition  would  like  added  street  lights,  cross  walks, 
speed  limit  postings,  and  more  frequent  police  patrolling  of  Woodland  Road” 

Randy  Stillman  started  the  petition  with  the  support  of  Kevin’s  dad,  who 
believes  that,  “it  should  not  have  taken  a  tragic  death  to  bring  safety  to  this 
road”. 

Kevin  will  be  remembered  in  the  signs  that  go  up  and  the  crosswalks  that  are 
laid  down.  He  will  have  the  power  to  slow  down  every  car  that  drives  down 
Woodland  Road,  making  the  rest  of  us  safer.  Already,  police  presence  from 
Campus  and  Newton  Police  has  increased  dramatically  on  weekdays  and  es¬ 
pecially  on  Thursday  through  Saturday  night.  Speed  checking  wires  have  been 
put  in  to  measure  if  cars  are  indeed  speeding  down  Woodland,  which  will  lead 
to  decision-making  by  the  city. 

Kevin  will  also  continue  to  help  the  lacrosse  team  he  loved  so  much,  through 
the  scholarship  fund  established  in  his  name.  Lasell  College  is  currently  build¬ 
ing  the  memorial  for  him  to  the  right  of  Carpenter  house  and  his  memory  will 
live  on.

But  whom  do  students  think  the  President  should  be?  Surprisingly,  they 
have  the  same  idea;  “Someone  with  big  plans  and  thinks  boldly”  replied  one 
student,  “An  active  member  on  campus”  said  another.  One  common  quality 
listed  was  experience  with  small  colleges.  President  de  Witt  also  recognizes 
the  uniqueness  of  Lasell’s  campus  and  academia.  He  stressed  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  innovation  both  within  and  outside  of  the  classroom.  He  says  “You 
are  all  incredibly  privileged,  and  you  should  push  to  get  new  things”. 

Students  seem  to  agree,  and  everyone  wants  to  have  a  say  in  the  hiring  of 
the  new  president.  Some  would  like  to  see  a  voting  process,  while  others 
want  to  meet  and  question  the  candidates.  President  de  Witt  sheds  some 
light  on  the  possibility  of  student  involvement  in  the  process,  although  he 
says,  I  didn  t  meet  with  students  when  I  was  hired.”  That  may  change  this 
time  around  he  explained,  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  chose  to  have  the 
final  candidates  visit  the  campus  for  a  day  “to  be  seen  and  heard”,  to  meet 
students  and  receive  feedback.  Also,  the  president  of  SGA  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  and  is  the  student  voice  during  the  selection.  This 
Board  is  comprised  of  1 7  individuals  from  faculty,  staff,  students,  alumni,  and 
Lasell  Village  residents. 

President  de  Witt  also  points  out  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  completely 
independent  of  the  college,  and  is  fully  dedicated  to  finding  the  right  fit  for 
Lasell.  He  also  agrees  that  students  should  have  a  say,  but  “They  have  to 
take  the  lead  in  reaching  out.”  He  believes  that  the  administration  should 
listen  to  students  “just  like  we  did  when  we  went  co-ed”. 

So  just  like  President  de  Witt’s  open  door  policy,  the  opportunity  to  voice 
your  opinion  has  been  left  wide  open.  You  need  to  speak  to  be  heard,  and 
you  can  do  this  in  many  ways;  write  letters  to  the  Board  of  Trustees;  read 
the  article  in  The  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education  on  the  future  plans  for  the 
college;  read  the  13  page  outline  published  by  Isaacson,  Miller  that  outlines 
the  qualities  desired  in  the  new  candidates.  There  is  a  wealth  of  informa¬ 
tion  available  to  you,  and  the  more  informed  you  are,  the  better  you  can 
participate  in  this  important  process.  As  de  Witt  urged,  “If  students  don’t  like 
something,  they  should  light  a  fire  under  us... they  should  scream  about  it.” 

As  for  his  retirement,  effective  June  30,  2007,  President  de  Witt  says  there 
will  be  no  golf  for  him;  he  doesn’t  even  like  golf.  He  will  be  very  busy  volun¬ 
teering,  possibly  teaching,  and  writing.

Boston  has  developed,  at  various  locations,  a  burrito  brawl;  competition  is 
almost  as  hot  as  the  salsa,  resulting  in  delicious  results  for  Burrito  lovers.  I 
am  not  attempting  to  be  the  first  critic  to  choose  a  top  list  of  Boston  Burrito’s. 

Burritoblog.com  is  the  best  resource  for  national  burrito  judging.  'The  Phan¬ 
tom  Gourmet”,  a  television  and  radio  show  that  covers  food  destinations 
across  New  England,  gave  their  opinion.  The  New  York  Times  and  Boston. 

Globe  have  pictured  Burrito  and  taco  technique  at  length  elevating  burritos 
from  ethnic  snack  to  gourmet  item.  I  am  attempting  to  enlighten  the  novice 
customer  and  peak  the  interest  of  a  growing  number  of  burrito  fans. 

Considering  how  quickly  they  are  folded  together,  burrito’s  amount  up  to 
fresh,  healthy,  filling  foods.  Anything  put  together  that  quickly  shouldn’t  taste 
so  good,  but  it  does.  Also,  the  price  is  right,  at  $5.00  is  the  average  price  of 
a  complete  burrito.  Therefore,  it  is  perfect  for  Boston’s  large  takeout  audi¬ 
ence  made  up  mostly  of  college  students  low  on  cash. 

If  you  want  to  claim  mastery  of  Boston  Burrito  knowledge,  you  must  know 
the  top  shops  and  at  least  visit  the  following  five.  Any  not  on  the  list  can  be 
visited,  purely  for  research.  The  first  great  spot,  El  pelon  has  an  outdoor  pa¬ 
tio  in  warm  months,  and  it’s  a  good  thing  since  there  is  so  little  room  inside. 

It’s  across  from  Fenway  Park  and  Manny  Rameriz  was  said  to  have  eaten  a 
burrito  there  every  day  during  his  hitting  streak  this  summer. 

Anna’s  Taqueria  (TAHK  AH  RHIA)  is  a  chain  of  stores  in  Boston  and  is  con- 
sidered  the  pioneer  in  Boston  burrito  history.  They  were  the  first  to  fine  tune 
the  assembly  line  that  most  places  use  today.  It’s  always  a  good  meal  at 
Anna’s.  The  salsa  is  heavy  on  cilantro  and  the  tomatoes  are  chunky,  which 
makes  it  great  in  a  burrito  or  on  a  nacho  chip,  the  chips  are  made  fresh  daily 
as  well.  The  fresh  flour  tortillas  they  use  for  their  taco’s  also  sets  them  apart. 

But  this  article  is  about  burritos  and  Felipe’s  taqueria  makes  them  better 

than  Anna’s.  Both  taqueria’s,  by  the  way  taqueria  means,  have  all  Hispanic  employees  but  The  Felipe’s  guys  take  extra  care  in  your  burrito.  It’s  as 
though  they  are  making  it  for  themselves.  The  way  a  Mexican  would  like  it.  They  fold  it  fast  but  they’re  not  messy.  The  ingredients  are  evenly  distrib¬ 
uted,  which  is  key.  I  love  when  I  get  guacamole,  rice  and  meat  in  the  same  bite  because  it  doesn’t  happen  often,  except  at  Felipe’s. 

For  1851  I  chose  to  include  Newton’s  own  Mango  Tango,  I  have  not  tried  any  of  their  food  yet  and  they  are  not  on  burrito  blog,  so  someone  will  have 
to  tell  us  about  it. 

The  best  burrito  in  Boston  is  actually  located  very  close  to  campus  at  Hungry  Coyote  is  on  Moody  Street  in  Waltham.  You  can  park  in  the  store  24 
parking  lot  and  there  is  plenty  of  space  to  sit  down  and  enjoy  on  a  plate  with  a  jarrito.  The  carnitas  burrito  here  is  astonishing.  It’s  big,  but  not  too  big; 
it’s  spicy  but  not  too  spicy;  it’s  just  right.  Every  Lasell  student  should  try  a  Hungry  Coyote  burrito  before  he  or  she  graduates.

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CD  Review

Paris  1919  by  John  Cale 
Released  March  1 973 
Reprise  records 


Since  John  Cale’s  loud  viola,  morose  lyrics, 
screaming  organ  and  frequent  clashes  with  Lou  Reed 
led  to  his  expulsion  from  the  Velvet  Underground  in 
1968,  fans  expected  his  solo  work  to  follow  suit.  De¬ 
spite  producing  the  thunderous  debut  records  of  the 
Stooges  and  Patti  Smith,  Cale’s  solo  efforts  haven’t 
been  as  such.  The  release  of  Paris  1919,  shows  the 
ex-Velvet  bassist  at  an  apex:  filled  with  elegant  string 
arrangements  and  carefully  sculpted  digs  at 
society,  Paris  1919  mostly  abandons  the  traditional 
rock  formula.  Save  for  the  rollicking  “Macbeth”,  Cale 
took  his  work  on  an  enjoyable  tangent.  In  his  auto¬ 
biography,  Cale  writes  that  'The  reason  Paris  1919 
stands  out  among  my  solo  albums  is  that  the  songs 
had  time  to  percolate.  Everything  else  I’ve  done  has 
been  off  the  cuff,  but  on  Paris  1919  I  went  into  the 
studio  with  complete  pieces.  Paris  put  me  back  into 
the  mainstream  of  popular  music.”  The  songs  really 
are  quite  accessible.  “Andalucia”  is  a  sparse  number 
with  an  acoustic  guitar  and  a  quartet,  while  the  title 
track  seems  to  lament  a  memory  of  a  woman  not 
seen  enough.  Despite  the  lack  of  traditional  instru¬ 
ments  from  his  other  albums-or  maybe  even  because 
of  it-Paris  1919  conveys  an  attitude  that  seems  so 
back  then,  but  at  the  same  time,  you  could  swear  it 
was  right  in  front  of  you.

Straight  Outta  Lynwood  by  “Weird  Al”  Yankovic  is  a 
new  Dual  Disc.  One  side  has  the  CD  and  the  other 
has  DVD  contents  of  an  in-studio  recording  of  Al  and 
his  band,  as  well  as  new  music  videos.  Its  release 
date  was  September  26,  2006.  Featuring  parodies 
of  Chamillionaire,  Green  Day,  Usher,  Taylor  Hicks, 
and  R.  Kelly,  it  is  possibly  one  of  Weird  Al’s  best 
albums  ever.  Entering  at  number  10  on  the  Top  200 
Billboards  is  not  exactly  an  easy  thing  to  do  within  the 
first  week.  This  is  also  Weird  Al’s  first  album  ever  to 
reach  the  Top  Ten  Charts.

Jessica  King  is  the  head  coach  for  the  field 
hockey  team  here  at  Lasell;  she  is  also  the 
assistant  athletics  director.  This  is  her  7th 
year  coaching  field  hockey  at  Lasell  college. 
She  has  also  spent  2  years  as  the  assistant 
coach  at  Bentley  College.  King  played  field 
hockey  and  softball  for  Bentley  College  as 
well.  She  received  a  Master’s  degree  here 
at  Lasell  college  in  2006,  and  she  earned 
her  BA  from  Bentley. 


The  soccer  team  began  the  season  with  a  win 
(5-1  over  E.  Nazarene)  but  lost  the  next  four 
straight.  The  team  was  not  discouraged,  though 
and  went  on  to  win  their  next  11  in  a  row.  Through 
the  first  6  games  of  that  streak  no  team  could 
score  a  goal  against  them,  outscoring  opponents 
a  total  of  21-0  during  the  stretch.  They  finish  the 
season  10-0  in  conference  and  are  set  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  domination  when  the  NAC  tournament 
starts  Oct.  28,  against  a  Becker  team  Lasell  beat 
at  Worcester  on  October  4.  Zach  Gagne  won 
back  to  back  NAC  player  of  the  week  honors  this 
season,  when  he  scored  three  goals  in  under  four 
minutes  against  Maine  Maritime  Academy.  He 
added  two  more  goals  that  week  (week  of  Oct.  9). 
The  next  week  (week  of  Oct.  16)  one  of  his  three 
goals  was  an  overtime  winner  against  Castleton 
St.  College,  which  made  him  an  easy  choice  for 
POTW  honors.  Brian  Leighton  of  Mount  Ida  is  the 
only  other  player  to  win  multiple  POTW  when  he 
did  it  back  to  back  weeks  in  September.  All  the 
returning  players  from  last  year  are  looking  to  get 
their  hands  on  that  NAC  championship  that  nar¬ 
rowly  slipped  through  last  year  when  they  lost  to 
Mount  Ida  in  overtime.  Lasell  is  in  position  to  host 
the  NAC  championships  again  when  they  are 
played  this  year  on  November  4. 


Field  Hockey 

The  field  hockey  season  has  had  its  ups  and 
downs,  which  is  reflected  in  their  .500  record 
(4-4).  There  was  a  three  straight  loss  streak  and 
soon  after  a  three  game  win  streak.  The  Lasers 
returned  2005  All-NAC  second  team  player  Nicole 
Bryant  this  year.  She  has  scored  8  points  this 
year  while  Jackie  Motyl  leads  the  team  with  33 
total  points. 


Women’s  Soccer 

The  Lasell  Women’s  soccer  team  is  3-9  in  confer¬ 
ence  and  4-14  overall  this  year  and  have  won 
2  of  their  last  three  games.  A  tough  blow  this 
season  came  when  the  Lasers  lost  a  hard  fought 
contest  in  Chicopee  against  Elms  in  double  OT. 
That  game  saw  sophomore  goalkeeper  Jamie 
Remmers  make  14  saves  to  give  her  the  confer¬ 
ence  lead  in  saves  with  135  at  that  point  in  the 
season.  Remmers  has  been  a  bright  spot  on  a 
team  that  leads  the  league  in  yellow  cards  but  is 
last  in  goals  scored.

Service  Learning  in  Mexico... Who  Cares?

Why  would  anyone  ever  be  enticed  to  sacrifice  half  of  winter  break  for  work  that  you  do  not  get  paid  for? 
This  January  a  group  comprised  of  ten  students  and  three  faculty  members  chose  this  for  their  break. 

So  back  to  my  question:  Why  would  anyone  want  to  lift  rocks,  mix  cement  by  hand,  dig  trenches,  and  be 
away  from  loved  ones  for  two  weeks?  There  are  many  people  who  would  not  do  any  of  this.  So  why  are  over 
twenty  people  applying  for  this  trip  when  only  ten  can  be  accepted?  Who  really  cares  about  helping  people  that 
we  will  never  see  or  know  right? 

Nine  other  students  and  I  chose  this  very  thing  for  our  winter  break,  and  there  is  not  one  of  us  that  would 
say  it  was  not  worth  our  time  and  efforts.  Preparations  began  for  this  course  and  trip  the  spring  before,  with 
interviews  conducted  by  the  leaders  of  this  program,  Founding  Director,  Helen  Alcala  and  Lydia  Pittman.  Dr. 
Stephanie  Athey  leads  the  course  and  trip.  The  interviews  are  important  and  taken  seriously  due  to  such  high 
interest  in  this  class  and  program.  The  course  is  held  every  fall  semester  under  the  title:  Mexico  in  Context,  and 
the  related  trip  is  held  each  January.  The  inaugural  year  only  five  students  participated  in  the  trip.  Now,  over 
twenty  people  apply,  but  only  half  of  them  may  be  inducted. 

This  program,  Mexico  Shoulder  to  Shoulder,  provides  opportunity  for  cheap  travel  along  with  a  life  changing 
experience.  This  class  provides  an  extreme  hands  on  experience  that  will  guarantee  to  alter  your  way  of  think¬ 
ing  in  the  future.  You  are  not  just  reading  about  poverty  in  a  book,  it  is  more  than  that;  you  can  smell  it,  hear  it, 
and  even  taste  it  at  times.  As  we  dug  around  the  back  of  a  home  we  discovered  that  the  outdoor  bathroom  had 
been  pouring  grey  matter  directly  into  the  ground.  My  nostrils  burned  more  and  more  with  every  inch  that  the 
trench  grew  deeper.  All  this  we  did,  and  we  did  it  for  free,  and  I  hope  to  do  it  again.

The  enormous  structural  design  only  filled  my  eyes  but  not  my  mind.  I  chose  Dubai 
as  a  study  abroad  location  because  of  the  multicultural  community.  The  city  has  mixed 
culture  from  the  east  and  the  west.  It  encompasses  Muslims  and  Christians.  The 
student  body  at  my  school  was  from  all  different  countries.  Everyone  had  his  own 
identity,  religion,  culture,  morals  and  beliefs,  unlike  any  of  the  others,  and  this  made  my 
stay  an  unforgettable  experience.  I  discovered  and  challenged  myself  by  understand¬ 
ing  other  cultures. 

Iranian  culture  has  had  the  most  impact  on  me.  About  30%  of  Dubai’s  homeland 
populations  are  Iranians  or  from  the  land  of  Persia,  as  they  prefer  to  be  identified.  I 
discovered  that  they  don’t  like  their  government  at  all,  because  they  don’t  let  them  act 
with  freedom  or  self-determination.  They  are  in  Dubai  running  away  from  the  barbaric 
laws  and  rules  of  their  foolish  presidents.  They  love  to  dance,  sing,  entertain  and  hear  about  Western  cultures. 

I  will  never  forget  the  adventures  I  had  in  Dubai:  swimming  in  the  night  until  sunrise,  desert  safaris,  snorkeling  with  baby 
sharks  and  sea  turtles,  feedings  the  camels,  skiing  in  an  inside  ski  resort  and  parasailing... But  I  will  also  not  forget  the  faces 
of  the  workers  from  the  Philippines  and  India  which  were  being  used  like  slaves  in  one  of  the  richest  city  of  the  world  to 
construct  the  most  expensive  and  awe-inspiring  architecture  I  have  ever  seen.  They  are  under  paid  workers  without  rights, 
without  unions  and  without  freedoms.  They  trade  and  treat  them  like  objects.  Although  Dubai  is  a  city  of  marvels,  it  is  not 
without  its  own  problems.

We  started  in  Coatepec  by  tearing  down  the  smallest  of  shacks  down  in  order  to  rebuild  a  larger  more  effective  home.  There  were  seventeen  people  living: 
five  adults  and  eleven  children.  Out  of  the  eleven  children,  ten  were  girls  and  there  was  no  bathroom  in  the  house.  Coatepec,  like  much  of  rural 
Mexico  and  much  of  the  world,  is  stricken  with  poverty.  While  there,  we  witnessed  the  effects  of  the  social  cycle  that  keeps  success  just  beyond  reach  or  these 
people.  School  is  not  free  in  Mexico.  After  sixth  grade,  you  must  pay  for  books,  uniforms,  etc.  Many  families  cannot  afford  to  send  children  to  school,  older  children 
need  to  be  working  making  money.  If  they  have  jobs,  they  may  be  in  the  intense  labor  filled  fields  of  sugar  cane,  where  a  man  works  twelve  hours  a  day,  seven 
days  a  week,  for  six  months  straight,  earning  ten  dollars  a  day.  We  also  had  the  opportunity  to  cut  sugar  cane.  It  must  have  been  at  least  eighty-five  degrees  and 
long  sleeve  shirts  were  worn  to  prevent  the  pieces  of  cane  from  slicing  our  flesh.  The  fields  are  burned  before  harvested  because  so  many  poisonous  snakes  live 
within.  While  I  was  bent  over  swinging  my  machete  arm,  I  was  also  breathing  in  ash  and  gasoline.  This  job  was  harder  than  any  job  I  have  ever  had,  more  difficult

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than  stone  masonry  even.  This  is  where  another  pro¬ 
gram  helps  out,  the  student-initiated  non-profit  organi¬ 
zation  called  Ninos  de  Veracruz  (Children  of  Veracruz). 

Students  who  receive  good  grades  are  given  scholar¬ 
ships  with  the  fund  raising  money  that  we  accumulate. 

This  Mexico  experience  also  includes  an 
amazing  social  interaction  aspect,  which  carries  strong 
in  Orizaba,  where  Lasell’s  former  Fulbright  Scholar, 

Teresa  Romero  resides  and  acts  as  our  Lead  Partner 
alongside  Professor  Tito  Mata.  We  were  placed  in 
different  homes  with  a  Mexican  English  students  of  our 
age.  The  interaction  with  our  home  stays  exceeded  all 
expectations.  Not  only  did  we  learn  things  about 
another  country,  but  ourselves  as  well.  While  in 
Orizaba  our  first  stop  was  the  boys  orphanage.  Armed 
with  soccer  balls  and  books  for  the  orphanage’s 
library  in  hand  we  entered,  sharing  a  day  of  laughter 
with  about  thirty  boys  who  had  been  driven  from  their 
homes  by  violence  and  abuse. 

So  who  cares  about  service  learning?  A  family 
of  seventeen  the  Colorado  Yovals  in  Coatepec,  the 

fourteen  families  whom  we  lived  with,  thirty  orphans,  and  everyone  of  us  that  were  on  this  trip.  Take  advantage  of  the  experience  of  your  life  right  here  at  Lasell. 
Service  learning  is  something  that  everybody  needs  to  care  about.

Alcohol  Fines

There  was  no  loud  music  or  outrageous  partying.  Just  Nicole  and  a  few  friends  celebrating  her  eighteenth  birthday  in  the  common  room  of  their 

residence  house.  Nicole  cracked  a  beer  and  tilted  her  head  back  to  take  her  first  sip.  She  was  excited  to 
be  with  her  new  friends  and  for  the  night  ahead. 

All  the  excitement  was  suddenly  sucked  out  of  her  evening  when  two  Resident  Assistants  (RA’s) 
barged  through  the  common  room  on  one  of  their  nightly  rounds. 

“The  RA  yelled  at  me  and  was  completely  in  my  face,  I  didn’t  know  what  to  do.  I  came  back  to  give 
them  my  ID  and  they  just  wrote  me  up,”  Nicole  recounts  of  her  very  first  alcohol  violation. 

Nicole  was  later  slapped  with  a  fifty-dollar  fine  from  the  Student  Affairs  Office.  Did  she  learn  any¬ 
thing? 

“Not  a  thing!”  Nicole  rants.  “I  paid  the  fine  with  money  that  I  had  saved  over  the  summer  and  it  just 
meant  that  I  couldn’t  go  shopping.” 

According  to  the  student  handbook,  the  Lasell  College  Policy  towards  alcohol  was  created  by  a 
group  of  students  and  administrators  with  the  idea  that  students  can  make  their  own  decisions.  The 
Policy  complies  with  all  Massachusetts  state  drinking  laws  and  prohibits  certain  actions  on  campus 
such  as  drinking  games,  funnels,  kegs,  and  beer  balls.  The  policy  also  dictates  where  drinking  on  cam¬ 
pus  can  and  cannot  occur. 

When  these  rules  are  violated,  students  are  faced  with  fines,  sometimes  very  big  ones.  They  usu¬ 
ally  range  from  $50-  $500,  but  there  is  no  cap  on  monetary  fines. 

Michelle  Sciarini,  Area  Coordinator,  says  “We  don’t  ever  want  to  send  the  message  to  not  have  fun, 
we  just  want  [students]  to  be  responsible.” 

Sciarini  handles  some  of  the  judicial  hearings  to  go  along  with  students  being  fined  for  alcohol 
related  problems. 

When  asked  if  the  fines  are  effective  in  steering  students  away  from  drinking  she  replied,  “For  some 
students,  I  do  know  that  the  monetary  fining  system  is  a  huge  factor  in  their  choice  not  to  drink.  For 
other  students,  I’m  sure  that  they  do  just  become  more  careful.  What  is  most  important,  however,  is 
the  conversations  that  we  are  able  to  have  with  them  as  we  are  discussing  their  actions.” 

For  Nicole,  the  fine  didn’t  alter  her  behavior  at  all. 

“I  was  much  more  careful  for  a  couple  of  weeks,  but  then  not  so  much,”  she  admits.  “I  knew  that 
getting  written  up  was  not  an  uncommon  thing,  so  I  forgot  about  it  after  a  few  weeks.” 

What  do  you  think?  Should  students  obey  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Alcohol  policy 
of  Lasell  College?  If  they  don’t  abide  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and  the  rules  of  the  college,  what 
should  be  the  consequences?

Reader  Response 


I  read  with  much  interest  the  opinion  piece  on  the  Health  and  Counseling  centers.  Although  I  appreciated  the 
general  gist  of  the  lengthy  article  and  I  think  positive  press,  I  feel  that  there  are  some  factual  errors  contained 
in  the  first  two  paragraphs,  and  some  concern  about  your  perception  of  the  physical  space  of  the  Health  and 
Counseling  centers. 

I  want  to  clarify  for  you  that  the  Health  and  Counseling  Centers  are  two  distinct  services,  contained  within  a 
shared  space.  The  director  of  the  Counseling  Center  is  Janice  Fletcher;  and  Ann  Sherman,  is  the  director  of 
the  Health  Center.  Although  we  work  collaboratively  with  many  students  and  programs,  our  roles  are  different. 
I  think  that  you  may  have  left  the  impression  that  Ms.  Fletcher  was  the  only  person  in  this  space.  There  are  in 
fact,  two  full-time  counselors  in  the  Counseling  Center  (including  Ms.  Fletcher)  and  one  counseling  intern;  and 
two  nurse  practitioner’s  (including  myself)  as  well  as  the  doctor  I  the  Health  Center. 

I  was  disappointed  that  your  opinion  of  our  furniture  was  battered,  as  some  of  the  furniture  in  our  offices  and 
all  of  the  furniture  in  the  waiting  room  is  new.  The  magazines  on  the  coffee  table  are  replaced  once  a  month 
and  we  try  to  have  a  variety  of  publications  to  appeal  to  the  students’  interests.  I  wasn’t  clear  about  your  per¬ 
ception  of  the  pictures  and  the  informational  pamphlets  on  the  wall,  but  was  disappointed  that  you  didn’t  notice 
or  mention  the  large  informational  bulletin  board.

I  am  not  sure  how  you  came  to  the  opinion  that  few  students  utilize  the  Health  Center,  but  to  date  there  have 
been  1100  student  visits  this  semester.  We  usually  see  in  excess  of  2100  student  visits/year.  We  keep  daily 
records  of  the  visit  encounters,  and  as  the  institution  grows,  so  do  our  student  visits.  I  think  that  you  may 
have  left  an  impression  that  students  need  to  come  to  the  Health  Center  with  cash  in  hand  to  pay  for  lab  tests 
and  drugs.  All  diagnostic  lab  work  is  billed  through  their  health  insurance,  and  of  course  any  prescription 
drugs  are  the  student’s  responsibility  after  their  insurance  co-pay.  In  many  instances,  we  do  give  two  days’ 
worth  of  medications  as  needed.  Lastly,  I  would  love  to  have  an  operating  budget  of  $75,  0000  and  I  am  not 
sure  where  that  dollar  amount  came  from. 

All  in  all,  I  was  pleased  that  the  Health  and  Counseling  Centers  were  seen  as  places  that  students  can  feel  a 
comfort  level,  and  receive  the  attention  they  need.

Fiasco’s  style  is  definitely  new  and  refreshing,  and  he  does  nothing  but  give  the  people  something 
they  can  recognize.  The  Hip  Hop  world  has  been  claiming  that  for  years  it  hasn’t  experienced  anything  with  meaning,  or  anything  to  make  them  think.  Fiasco 
has  definitely  stepped  up  to  the  challenge  and  has  given  Hip  Hop  its  sense  of  reality  back.

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Sleep  -  Out  for  Homeless  Awareness 

Lasell  College  Students  Come  Together  for  a  Cause

On  Wednesday  April  11,  students  at  Lasell  College  in  Newton,  MA  slept  in 
the  cold,  just  feet  away  from  their  warm  dorm  rooms.  Camped  out  on  the 
corner  of  Woodland  Road  and  Maple  Street  with  a  tarp  on  the  grass  and 
plenty  of  sleeping  bags,  blankets  and  coffee  a  large  group  began  to  form  at 
9:00p.m.  Despite  stark  winds  and  temperatures  dipping  below  40  degrees, 

23  joined  the  1 4  Alternative  Spring  Break  core  to  attend  the  sleep  out. 
Organized  by  14  Alternative  Spring  Break  members,  this  night  was  dedicated 
to  homeless  awareness. 

Fliers  with  statistics  on  homelessness  were  posted  on  campus,  and  postings 
on  My.  Lasell  and  Facebook.com  advertised  the  sleep  out. 

‘This  needs  to  be  exposed”  said  Sophomore  Donna  McIntyre,  who  said 
she  thought  Lasell  is  often  not  a  politically  active  campus,  “most  people  are 
ignorantjto  the  problem  of  homelessness].  People  [have  to  sleep  outside] 
every  day  of  their  lives.” 

The  atmosphere  of  the  event  resembled  a  sleepover.  Groups  of  friends 
huddled  together  talking  excitedly,  one  group  sang  at  the  top  of  their  lungs. 

As  each  new  student  arrived,  others  called  out  in  greeting.  Some  teachers 
even  stopped  by  to  see  what  the  gathering  was  about,  or  to  visit  students 
they  knew  who  were  involved.

Different  Faces  of  Islam

On  April  5th,  Fulbright  Scholar  Dr.  Fatima  Sadiqi  of  Morocco  visited  the  Lasell  College  campus  to 
deliver  a  lecture  entitled  “Different  Faces  of  Islam.”  Her  lecture  was  sponsored  by  the  Donahue  Institute  on 
Values  in  Public  Life. 

Dr.  Sadiqi  spoke  extensively  on  Islam  and  the  many  assumptions  Westerners  have  of  this  very 
complex  religion.  She  mentioned  specifically  how  many  people  associate  the  Islamic  religion  with  terrorism, 
due  to  “media  propaganda.”  According  to  Dr.  Sadiqi,  the  most  dangerous  stereotype  on  Islam  is  over  gener¬ 
alizing. 

An  significant  portion  of  her  “Different  Faces  of  Islam”  lecture  was  dedicated  to  a  description  of  the 
Moroccan  women’s  movement  within  Islam.  Dr.  Sadiqi  explained  that  the  movement  is  widely  misunderstood 
in  Morocco,  because  it  is  viewed  as  a  mainstream  western  movement. 

According  to  Dr.  Sadiqi,  Moroccan  woman  concentrated  on  liberating  themselves  politically.  Essen¬ 
tially,  they  wanted  the  same  rights  as  their  male  counterparts.  During  the  1 980’s,  changes  in  Islam  occurred 
as  women’s  rights  and  religion  began  to  combine  their  goals.  There  was  more  change  with  the  introduction 
of  globalization  in  the  1 990’s  when  Morocco  moved  to  create  more  political  opportunities  for  women.  During 
that  decade,  thirty-five  women  were  elected  into  the  House  of  Parliament.  Dr.  Sadiqi  views  this  movement  as 
positive  progress  for  women  in  Islam  and  Morocco. 

Dr.  Sadiqi  has  studied  these  issues  extensively  as  a  professor  of  Linguistics  and  Gender  Studies. 
She  has  written  several  books  on  Moroccan  language  and  Moroccan  women’s  issues.  She  also  founded 
the  Centre  for  Studies  and  Research  on  Women  at  the  University  of  Fes.  During  this  academic  year,  Dr. 
Sadiqi  is  a  Visiting  Professor  in  Women’s  Studies  at  the  Harvard  Divinity  School  at  Harvard  University.

“Understanding  Terrorists”  Lecture  by  Dean  Louise  Richardson

On  April  12th,  Lasell  College  welcomed  Louise  Richardson,  the  Executive  Dean  of  Advanced  Study  at  the  Radcliffe  Institute,  Senior  Lecturer  on  government  at 
Harvard  and  Lecturer  on  law  at  Harvard  Law  School.  Richardson's  lecture  focused  on  the  topics  covered  in  her  latest  book,  What  Terrorists  Want:  Understanding 

the  Enemy,  Containing  the  Threat.  Her  lecture  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Donahue  Insti¬ 
tute,  Professor  Sieh’s  class  on  terrorism  and  the  Honor  Society. 

Growing  up  in  Ireland,  Richardson  was  exposed  to  terrorism  from  an  early  age.  Some 
reviews  of  her  work  claim  that  Richardson’s  academic  interest  in  “terrorism  studies”  has 
been  fueled  by  her  proximity  to  the  matter.  During  her  lecture,  Richardson  was  clear  in 
her  criticism  of  the  current  Bush  administration’s  approach  to  the  “war  on  terror.”  She 
argued  that  we  cannot  fight  terrorism;  we  must  work  to  contain  it.  Lasell’s  Professor  Sieh 
said,  “She  (Richardson)  places  a  great  deal  of  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  you  cannot  go 
to  war  against  an  idea,  i.e.  terrorism.... we  must  come  to  understand  terrorists  within  the 
historical  context,  that  they  are  rational  individuals,  and  that  most  of  them  seek  some  mea¬ 
sure  of  revenge  for  past  harms,  renown  for  their  cause  and  organization,  and  excessive 
reaction  by  governments  that  can  strengthen  the  terrorists’  causes.” 


Professor  Sieh,  who  teaches  a  course  on  terrorism  this  semester  in  the  Justice  Stud¬ 
ies  Department  here  at  Lasell,  said  “Her  lecture  matched  well  with  the  class  and  was  an 
unusual  opportunity  to  hear  from  the  author  of  an  important  text  that  the  students  were 
reading.” 


Professor  Leroux,  Dean  Richardson  and  Professor  Sieh 


Richardson,  who  studied  at  Trinity  College  in  Dublin,  UCLA  and  Harvard,  has  maintained 
an  academic  concentration  on  international  security  with  an  emphasis  on  terrorist  move¬ 
ments.  For  her  work,  she  won  the  Levenson  Award  at  Harvard.  Other  teaching  awards  she  has  been  honored  with  include  the  Abramson  and  Sumner  awards 
and  she  has  written  several  journal  articles  and  books  on  the  subject. 


Students  and  all  members  of  the  Lasell  community  who  attended  Richardson’s  lecture  were  invited  to  gather  a  greater  understanding  of  the  history  of  terror¬ 
ism  and  encouraged  to  subscribe  to  the  idea  of  an  alternate  solution,  rather  than  accept  the  phrase  “war  on  terror.”  While  Professor  Sieh’s  students  may  have 
already  been  familiar  with  some  of  what  Richardson  had  to  say  because  they  read  her  book,  her  expansive  range  of  information  on  the  subject  kept  the  attention 
of  all  who  attended.  It  was  the  privilege  of  the  Lasell  community  to  host  such  an  honored  guest  and  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  from  her

Providence,  Rl—  On  a  three-day  visit  to  a  conference  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  a  group  of  sophomores  under  the  leadership  of  Stephanie  Athey,  Director 
of  the  Lasell  Honors  Program,  presented  a  series  of  research  projects  that  were  a  result  of  their  fall  Honors  Leadership  classes.  The  conference  was  hosted  by 
Roger  Williams  University  and  was  denominated  “Legacies.” 

Lasell  students’  presentations  fall  under  2  categories  of  the  6  that  were  used  to  classify  the  different  topics  presented.  Their  projects  were  either  part  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  segment  or  the  natural  sciences  section. 

Brianna  Harbick,  a  Human  Services  major,  and  Molly  Fawcett,  majoring  in 
Psychology,  presented  together  an  analysis  of  understanding  disabilities. 

They  emphasized  the  importance  of  learning  from  the  disables.  Harbick  and 
Fawcett’s  presentation  served  as  an  introduction  for  the  2  presentations  that 
followed. 

Erich  Schiebel,  a  Business  Administration  major,  and  Donna  McIntyre,  a 
Sport  Management  major,  followed  Harbick  and  Fawcett.  Schiebel  and 
McIntyre  took  the  subject  matter  to  a  further  direction.  Both  students  shared 
their  experiences  interacting  with  children  at  a  Newton,  Mass,  elementary 
school.  Schiebel  and  McIntyre  put  together  several  activities  aimed  at  teach¬ 
ing  elementary  students  about  disabilities.  One  of  these  activities  consisted 
of  dressing  up  pretending  to  be  a  disable  person. 

Being  an  Education  major,  Rachel  Craft  felt  comfortable  and  familiarize  with 
the  topic.  Craft  touched  upon  the  relationship  between  leadership  and  dis¬ 
ability.  To  accomplish  this,  Craft  asked  several  questions  to  her  audience. 

One  of  these  questions  consisted  on  defining  the  word  disability  based  on 
the  adjectives  that  are  commonly  associated  with  the  word.  Craft  ended  her 
speech  on  a  positive  note  when  she  pointed  out  that  as  a  future  teacher, 
she  would  like  to  develop  ideas  that  would  help  her  students  understand  the 
differences  among  themselves  and  others.  Craft  also  expressed  her  desire 
to  have  more  handicap-accessible  areas  in  our  community,  including  educa¬ 
tional  buildings.

McKenna  had  the  responsibility  of  handling  a  topic  that  has 

different  point  of  views  around  the  world.  McKenna  presented  evidences  of  what  is  classified  as  global  warming.  A  Graphic  Design  major,  McKenna  wasn’t  allowed 
to  use  her  artistic  abilities  to  present  the  audience  with  graphics  illustrating  was  she  defined  as  not  being  “as  cool  as  it  used  to  be.” 

Another  topic  with  a  variety  of  viewpoints  was  presented  by  Erica  Desautels  and  Victoria  Zaleski,  a  Fashion  Design  and  a  Fashion  Merchandising  major,  respec¬ 
tively.  Stem  Cell  Research  represented  a  challengeable  debate  for  Desautels  and  Zaleski  as  both  tried  to  convince  the  audience  of  their  point  of  views  based  on 
their  research. 

Among  members  of  the  audience  were  experienced  professionals  that  offered  feedback  (many  of  whom  were  remarkable  in  content).  McKenna,  Desautels,  and 
Zaleski  were  able  to  manage  challenging  questions  at  the  same  time  they  remained  focus  on  their  original  theories. 

Allison  Martin,  a  Fashion  and  Retail  Merchandising  major,  was  the  only  students  from  Lasell  presenting  at  a  different  location.  Martin  centered  her  presentation  on 
a  statewide  educational  level..  Her  main  goal  was  to  debate  the  pros  and  the  cons  of  public  versus  private  schooling.  Martin’s  question  and  answer  section  turned 
into  a  debate  among  members  of  the  audience. 


The  group  of  students  attending  the  Honors  conference  left  from  Lasell  on  a  Friday  morning.  Random  conversations  occurred  on  their  way  to  Providence.  By  mid¬ 
morning,  the  group  was  checking-in  at  Providence  Hilton  Hotel  and  picking-up  registration  information  for  the  conference  that  was  held  at  the  same  place. 

Erica  Desaulters  quickly  noticed  how  her  name  was  misspelled  on  the  name  tag  that  was  given  to  her  during  check-in.  Erica  did  not  found  a  logical  explanation  as 
to  why  her  name  (which  is  more  commonly  used)  was  misspelled  as  opposed  to  her  last  name.  But  that  did  not  ruined  her  day  as  she  came  up  with  an  interesting 
idea  of  where  she  might  be  able  to  use  the  misspelled  name.

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Graduation  Commencement  -Where  to  Stay  and  What  to  Eat

This  graduate  looks  happy.. ..Although  his  grandparents  look  a  little  annoyed  -  perhaps  he  forgot  to  make  lunch  reservations? 

The  Lasell  College  Commencement  Ceremony  is  scheduled  for  Sunday,  May  20th,  and  many  relatives  and  friends  are  scrambling  to  find  Edging  and  make 
reservations  for  a  post  graduation  lunch.  A  major  issue  is  that  many  other  schools  are  holding  their  ceremonies  on  the  same  date,  white  more  schools  have 
scheduled  reunions  for  that  weekend  as  well.  This  means  that  if  you  failed  to  make  your  plans  many  months  ago,  there  may  be  few  choices  left  that  are 
close  to  Lasell’s  campus,  and  still  affordable. 


There  are  many  choices  of  large  hotels  to  book  your  stay  at  when  visiting  Lasell  College,  but  the  closest  two  are: 


The  Marriott  Newton  Hotel  2345  Comm.  Ave.  Newton,  MA  (61 7)  969  - 1000  . 

Located  on  Commonwealth  Avenue,  the  Marriott  is  a  short  drive  from  Lasell  and  right  near  the  Mass  Pike  and  95.  This  hotel  offers  a  more  upscale  experi¬ 
ence,  with  many  amenities.  The  Marriott  has  blocked  off  a  section  of  rooms  specifically  for  Lasell’s  graduation  weekend. 

The  Sheraton  Hotel  320  Washington  St.  Newton,  MA  (617)  969  -  3010 

The  Sheraton  Newton  is  right  off  of  exit  17  on  the  Mass  Pike,  visible  on  the  overpass.  The  hotel  offers  a  more  upscale  atmosphere  and  amenities,  but  has 


not  blocked  off  rooms  for  Lasell. 


Other  options  to  finding  a  hotel,  which  may  end  up  being  pricey,  are  the  many  bed  and  breakfasts  in  the  area.  This  option  is  especially  convenient  for 
smaller  groups,  or  if  you  only  need  arrangements  for  immediate  family:

A  room  at  this  quaint  B&B  will  run  you  about  $85  for  a  double  and  $110  for  the  Queen  room,  which  is  opened  seasonally.  Starting  in  May,  the  bed  and  break¬ 
fast  requires  a  two  night  stay  -  good  for  parents  coming  up  on  Friday. 


Now  that  you  have  secured  a  place  to  stay,  you  also  need  to  reserve  a  table  at  a  nearby  restaurant.  The  graduation  ceremony  officially  begins  at  11  a.m., 
and  usually  runs  for  2  hours.  Make  sure  you  leave  in  time  for  finding  everyone,  taking  pictures,  and  traffic.  Make  reservations  for  2:30  or  3:00  p.m.,  and  ex¬ 
plain  that  you  will  be  coming  from  a  graduation.  Ask  for  some  flexibility  in  the  time  or  even  the  number  of  people.  Also  keep  in  mind  that  you  may  need  to  ask 
for  a  large  table  to  accommodate  everyone,  or  ask  if  the  restaurant  has  a  separate  room  you  can  reserve  for  larger  groups.

Appettito  serves  Italian  style  cuisine  with  a  twist.  The  room  for  large  groups  has  been  reserved,  but  they  have  plenty  of  tables  that  can  be  moved  together. 

.  Tip:  if  they  say  they  do  not  take  reservations,  simply  explain  that  it  is  for  a  graduation.

*  Located  in  the  Mall  at  Chestnut  Hill,  this  Italian  restaurant  has  plenty  of  seating  and  can  accommodate  large  groups.  The  menu  can  be  pricy,  but  you  can 
work  out  a  set  menu  if  you  give  them  some  notice.  The  set  menu  would  allow  for  guests  to  select  from  a  few  appetizers,  entrees,  and  desserts.  You  can  ar¬ 
range  for  a  set  number  of  glasses  of  wine  as  well.  This  helps  keep  costs  down  with  large  parties. 

Bernard’s:  199  Boylston  St  Chestnut  Hill,  MA  (617)  969-3388 

Also  located  in  the  Mall  at  Chestnut  Hill,  Bernard’s  serves  gourmet  Chinese  food.  The  restaurant  uses  all  fresh  ingredients,  and  eating  before  4:30  p.m.  gets 
you  a  great  deal  on  prices. 

Charley’s  Eating  &  Drinking  Saloon:  199  Boylston  St  Chestnut  Hill,  MA  (617)  964-1200 

With  a  saloon  motif,  this  restaurant  offers  a  broad  range  of  menu  items.  From  pizzas  and  salads  to  artichoke  dips  and  fish  dishes,  everyone  is  sure  to  find  a 
meal  they  enjoy. 

Blue  Ribbon:  1375  Washington  St  West  Newton  MA  (617)  332-2583 

Unless  you  want  a  very  laid  back  atmosphere,  I  only  recommend  Blue  Ribbon  for  lunch  on  Saturday  if  your  family  is  visiting  the  day  before.  Arguably  the 
best  BBQ  food  in  the  area,  Blue  Ribbon  will  fill  your  plate  up  and  leave  you  licking  your  fingers.  No  reservations  needed!

Although  this  restaurant  is  a  bit  pricey,  the  menu  is  amazing.  The  portions  are  decent,  so  if  you  are  on  a  tighter  budget  you  can  ask  to  split  a  meal,  the  main 
portion  will  be  cut  in  half  but  the  sides  are  still  served  fully  portioned  -  for  the  price  of  one  meal.  The  dining  area  is  small,  so  make  reservations  soon. 
Skipjack’s  Seafood  Emporium:  55  Needham  St  Newton  MA  (617)  964-4244 

Seafood  lovers  welcome  -  Skipjack’s  offers  a  range  of  items,  with  a  range  of  prices.  Since  this  restraint  serves  seafood,  some  items  are  a  bit  pricey.  If  not  all 
of  your  guests  enjoy  seafood,  Skipjack’s  also  has  pastas  and  steaks  on  the  menu. 

Bertucci’s:  275  Centre  Street  Newton,  Massachusetts  (781  )449-3777 

Always  a  family  favorite,  Bertucci’s  Italian  restaurant  offers  a  large  dining  area  with  plenty  of  seating  -  but  be  warned,  they  do  not  accept  reservations.  With 
many  menu  options  and  entrees  averaging  at  $8  -  $10  a  plate,  this  option  is  sure  to  please. 

Legal  Seafood’s:  43  Boylston  St  Chestnut  Hill,  MA  (617)  277-7300 

An  obvious  choice  for  seafood,  Legal  Seafood  is  a  popular  spot  for  good  food,  large  portions,  and  decent  selection.  Prices  range,  so  another  good  way  to 
keep  costs  down  is  to  do  an  appetizer  -  lunch.  Order  3-5  varied  appetizers,  depending  on  the  party  size,  and  guests  will  get  to  sample  many  dishes  at  less 
cost  than  an  individual  entree  for  each  person.  This  restaurant  is  located  in  the  lower  Chestnut  Hill  Mall,  near  the  movie  theatre. 


For  the  tight  budget:  Look  for  the  restaurant  you  are  interested  in  online  at  resteraunt.com.  This  website  offers  gift  cards  for  purchase  at  a  fraction  of  the 
cost  for  many  restaurants.  For  example,  you  can  buy  a  gift  card  for  $10  at  a  cost  to  you  for  only  $3.  Be  sure  to  read  the  restrictions  carefully  -  some  are  not 
for  use  on  weekends  and  some  are  for  specific  meal  times.  Also,  try  working  out  a  set  menu  with  the  restaurant  you  make  reservations  with.  They  might  be 
flexible  and  let  you  create  a  small  version  of  their  menu  so  guests  don’t  blow  your  budget.  Always  inquire  about  any  discounts  available  as  well  through  the 
restaurant  or  even  with  a  credit  card  you  would  pay  with.  Some  credit  cards  give  rewards  such  as  a  percent  off  a  meal.  If  you  have  family  staying  at  a  hotel, 
they  might  be  able  to  receive  discounts  or  coupons  from  the  hotel  as  well.
